One  branch  in 
eastern  Fa*  still  uses  the  spelling  'l.'o bring'  but  the  western 
Pa,  branch  uses  the  spelling  "wood  ring’  although  many  of  the 
old  tombstones  in  the  Sae gcr t own . Pa ,  cemetery  have  the  names 
Uotring  and  Uootring* 

The  Voiturins  arc  listed  ns  French  Huguenots  on  Pago  494 
"History  of  Lehigh  Cod'  by  Hr.  thows- 1884-  and  Nicholas  Voturin 
is  listed  with  the  Huguenot  immigrants  on  Page  157  of  "memorials 
of  the  Huguenots  in  America"  by  Rcv.A rStnplotonv, Volumes  IX, III 
1919-1920  of  "The  Huguenot  Society  of  Pennsylvania"  contain  a 
history  of  the  first  Huguenot  Settlers  in  the  Lehigh  Valley  and 
the  first  Huguenots  mentioned  nrcAbrnhan , Nicholas ^and  Samuel 
Vautrin  or  Wo orir..g*Str plcton  also  lists  John  VcturiimTho  Nicho¬ 
las  Lc-tring  lino  has  been  established  for  the  Huguenot  Society 
of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Huguenot  Society  of  South  Carolina. 

The  first  mention  of  Nicholas  Uotring  in  America  is  on  Pago 
14  of  the  Pennsylvania  Archives  Sixth  Series  Vol .Six, when  on 
May  9,1767  he  was  a  sponsor  to  the  baptism  of  John  Nicholas, 
son  of  Abraham  Uotring, the  socond^Tho  Pennsylvania  Archives  are 
reference  books  and  Vol ^Six, Sixth  Scries  is  a  record  of  the 
Egypt  Referred  Church  at  Egypt, Lehigh  Co..Pa*This  church  is 
one  of  the  two  oldest  churches  in  Lehigh  Co*  so  its  records 
wore  translated  and  printed  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives. The 
Lotrings  worshipped  "  t  the  Egypt  Church  until  the  one  at 
Unionvillo  (Neffs, Pa*)  was  built. So  the  Unionvillo  Hecords 
contain  more  data  concerning  the  family.

Nicholas  V/rtring,also  spoiled  Vciturin,WTootring, Woodring  etc., 
w*"s  born  in  Pistorf, Lorraine , France  in  April  1745  and  died  in 
Whitehall  Tv; p.  , Lehigh  Co*  ,Pn* ,  July  15*1818; He  is  buried  in  the 
aid  Uni^nvillc  Cemetery  at  Neffs, Lehigh  Co;, Pa.  beside  his  v/ife 
Margaret  Frantz  Wotring. Their  graves  are  about  twenty  feet  from 
the  east  wall  and  sixty  feet  from  the  south  wall. The  date  of 
their  marriage  is  an  their  tombstones.

On  Kay  9,1769  Nicholas  Wotring  married  Margaret  (Margreth) 
Frantz, the  daughter  of  Henry  Frantz. She  was  born  in  Lorraine, 
France  on  March  8,1745  and  arrived  in  America  Oct *20, 1747. 

Henry  Frantz  and  his  family  come  to  Philadelphia  Oct  .20, 1747.'

Margaret  met  with  favor  with  the  Indians  and  was  taught  hi: "ir 
kimvleHgo  of  nodicin°l  herbs  and  the  Indian  methods  ~f  curing 
diseases  and  healing  wounds. Hor  wrist  was  narked  with  the  out¬ 
line  of  a  leaf  or  birdcs  foot  by  pricking  the  skin  and  rubbing 
it  with  gunpowder. 


After  Margaret 9 s  return  to  hor  people  she  became  known  frr 
and  wide  for  hor  knowledge  of  herbs  and  simples  and  her 
services  in  curing  the  sick  were  in  great  demand. Her  journeys 
while  on  these  errands  she  always  accompli sed  on  horseback.

Crawford  County , September  10,1834 


Greetings  to  ny  friend  Scheircr 


I  lot  you  know  that, thank  God,ny  family  is  well, but  since  the 
last  harvest  I  nyself  an  not  quite  well, being  troubled  with 
couching  and  rheunatisii.But  for  the  last  several  days  I  hr  ve 
felt  bettor. I  let  you  know  that  I  have  received  your  letter  and 
have  learned  thot  part  of  Scripture  has  been  fulfilled  in  y^ur 
life;  1  nenn  the  passage  which  reads,  "Thy  wife  will  bo  around 
thee  like  a  fruitful  vine  and  thy  children  around  thy  table 
like  olive  trees.” 


I  have  leased  ny  land  to  ny  two  sons^Jonns  and  Sanuel .Jonas 
is  still  single  but  Sanuel  is  married. The  land  is  good, 
especially  along  the  creeks.it  could  not  be  bcttcr.lt  produces 
in  abundance  every  thing  that  is  planted .Our  trade  has  been 
pretty  good  f~r  several  years.
